The Reorgani- 
sation stood by their position taken 
more than a year ago that the vote in 
the last Gubernatorial election was a 
vote of lack of confidence in the old 
leaders, in the Guffey, Breunan, Don- 
nelly, Ryan and Hall contingent and 
that this element must get down and 
out at the orders of the majority. The 
trouble in the party has been caused 
by the refusal of this element to obey 
the will of the majority. The reorga- 
nization has had a majority every 
time and at the convention last week 
this majority controlled when a show- 
down was made by a vote of 110 to 
73.

END 


Soon to Become Thing of History 


Like Tyrian Purple ef 


Antiquity. 


It is the opinion of M. Leon Dlguet,' "I*" 


who has been studying the state of 
' ' 


the cochineal industry in Mexico for 
some time, that before many year* 
have passed cochineal 
scarlet will 


have become a thing of history only, 
like the Tyrian purple of antiquity. 
How many people are aware of the 
method of manufacture of this well- 
known dye. It is made from the dried 
female of the cochineal insects (coc- 
cus cacti). 
They are gathered by 


brushing the branches of the nopal 
cactus, on which the insects feed as 
soon as they begin to lay their eggs. 
They are then dessteated In ovens or 
killed with boiling water. It has been 
estimated that one pound of cochineal 
contains no fewer than 70,000 distinct

She 
was tcld what happened and being as- 
sured of safety was told to retire. 
The three children were in bed. 
Twentv minutes later the steward 
called her and shouted "all hands on 
deck." She awakened the children 
and wanted to dress them but was told 
there was no time. She grasped shoes 
and stockings and in their night 
clothes rushed them on deck, whera 
the two smaller children were put in- 
to- life boat No. 18. She appealed to 
be placed in with them, and as th» 
boat was being lowered, she was 
thrown in with the- two small chil- 
dren. Ruth was left behind and plac- 
ed into the next boat lowered and she 
found her on board the Carpathia, Sha 
says she saw the Titanic slowly sink 
bow first, and after the explosion dis- 
appear.

STONES THAT ARE SOCIABLE 


Traveling Pebbles of Nevada When 


Separated Move Rapidly Toward 


a Common Center. 


"Traveling stones." from the size of 


a pea to six Inches in diameter, are 
found in Nevada. 
, When distributed on a floor or oth- 
er level surface, within two or three 
feet of one another, they immediately 
begin to travel toward a common cen- 
ter, and there lie 
huddled like a 


clutch of eggs in a nest. 


A single stone removed to a dis- 


tance of three and a half feet, upon 
being released, at once started with 
wonderful and somewhat comical cel- 
erity to join its fellows. 


These queer stones are found in a 


region that is comparatively level and 
little more than hare rock. Scattered 
over this barren region are little ba- 
sins, from a few feet to a rod or two 
In diameter, and it is in the bottom of 
these that the rolling stones are found. 


The cause for the strange conduct 


of these stones is doubtless to he 
found in the material of which they 
are composed, which appears to be 
lodestone or magnetic iron ore.—Har- 
per's Weekly.
